Shannon, shown here addressing a 
crowd during the Dec. 3 campus disorders, 
was convicted for his part in the San Fran- 
cisco Sheraton-Palace sleep-ln last spring. 
He organized a picket against President 
Kennedy during 1962 Charter Day ceremo- 
nies and arranged a protest caravan against 
the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. Shannon, who is past YSA ripely 
man, vehemently denounced “Kennedy’s 
Cuban blockade” during the Soviet missile 
crisis two years ago.

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'A HEALTHY CLIMATE FOk 'ACADEMIC FREEDOM'? 


Why UC Profs 
Back Rebels 

How can one explain the tremendous 
surge of faculty support for the lawless 
“free speech” rebellion at the University 
of California? 

Despite the acknowledged presence of 
Communist agitpropping, this factor alone 
is insufficient to account for the reflex 
sympathy which professors in widely sep- 
arate fields have thrown behind the rebel 
movement. 

A more exact explanation must take 
into account the cardinal principle of 
Communist strategy: The Communist 
movement does not ordinarily create sit- 
uations so much as it exploits them. 

In the academic world, the exploitable 
situation was already existent in the uni- 
versal professorial horror of Babbittry 
and philistinism. Almost to a man, faculty 
members suffer from an acute sense of 
superiority over their stereotype of the 
uncultured businessman who controls the 
“power structure.” Despite increases in 
faculty salaries and the handsome fringe 
benefits which many now derive as con- 
sultants to business, professors still feel 
themselves to be the unappreciated gen- 
iuses of a world ruled by squares. 

FLATTER THE COO 

Where the Communist movement makes 
Its pitch to minorities on the basis of a 
reverse racism and to labor unions on the 
basis of wage exploitation, the academic 
world is wooed through flattery of its ego. 
An equation of intellectual sophistication 
and Communist goals has been possible 
largely because the typical faculty mem- 
ber would rather be caught dead than look 
like a yokel. Conformist to a degree un- 
heard of even in the military, he falls 
easy prey to the social pressures exerted 
by departmental colleagues. Since few 
unHnersity departments are without their 
articulate Marxist sympathizers, the pro- 
fessorial pattern of conformism provides 
a resistance-free audience. 

The recalcitrant “free-speech” student 
mob is only acting as a lobbyist for the 
timid faculty members whose disgust with 
“unsophisticated” American society is 
confined to sarcastic classroom lectures. 
Lacking the courage of their own rebel- 
lion, faculty members cheer from the side- 
lines at their empassioned students who 
naively accept criticism of the American 
system as commands to direct action. 

Communist strategist Alexander Trach- 
tenberg once observed that a man who is 
wise in his own specialized field may be 
quite a child politically. This unfortunate 
fact helps explain why teachers who 
proudly practice the scientific method in 
their own work and condemn others for 
their failure to do so elsewhere fall sec- 
ond to no one in their use of stereotypes 
and destructive generalizations. 


Kerr's Policies Under Spotlight 


Seventeen broken windows were the 
last remaining physical sign of the ‘Tree 
speech” sit-in which ripped the University 
of California’s Berkeley campus Dec. 3 
and brought the arrest of 814 persons. 

But the moral stench generated by the 
insurrection hovers over the nation’s 
largest university in ugly confirmation at 
the rebels’ promise that “You ain’t seen 
nothin’ yet” 

Never in history has the American uni- 
versity scene beheld its like. 

The fact that such an insurrection could; 
take place at all was incredible. The fact| 
that it took place only a few months after 
President Clark Kerr had received a trib- 
ute from the Tyhericari Associ&tlofiTSf 
University Professors for “notable service 
in establishing a healthy climate for aca- 
demic freedom” cast sorely needed illu- 
mination on Kerr’s policies, as well as on 
the currently fashionable definition of 
“academic freedom.” 

SPEAKER RAN 

For Kerr’s service to the healthy cli- 
mate referred to by the Association meant 
specifically the removal in 1963 of the Uni- 
versity ban against acknowledged Com- 
munist speakers. The whole “free speech” 
insurrection resulted after the University 
suddenly decided last September, for rea- 
sons still unclear, to move for once in an 
opposite direction by cracking down on 
left-wing student politicking. 

Though Kerr has now emerged as the 
spokesman for old-fashioned law and or- 
der, his past pronouncements made it 
seem as if he were now acting “« contra 
Kerr,” as one language teacher expressed 
it. 

His long-time “see no evil” policies, now 
forever discredited, were typified by 
Charter Day aphorisms, which student 
rebels could interpret only as an invita- 
tion to license.'- — 

The lonely, unorganized student and 
faculty opponents of campus lawlessness 
suddenly found it impossible to draw 
courage from such Kerr slogans as “Our 
American ideals . . . need no special 
care except daily exercise.” 

'STRIKEIREAKIRS' 

If anyone’s free speech was being vio- 
lated, it was surely that of the majority at 
hard-working students trying doggedly to 
finish their college educations at a Univer- 
sity where instructors were refusing to 
hold classes. Amazing only to an unin- 
formed public was the fact that students 
who chose to take scheduled examinations 
during the Dec. 4 strike were viewed by 
some rebel professors as rat-finks and 
strikebreakers, and subtly threatened 
with “if you know what’s good for you” 
looks. 

California legislators, long irritated at 
the closed-doors decision-making that has 


shrouded Kerr’s Administration of this 
sacred public trust, are now insisting on a 
thorough examination of the whole mess. 

But in the tradition at go-getting career 
men in tough spots, Kerr it now a candi- 
date for being “kicked upstairs.” For sev- 
eral weeks rumors have been rife to the 
effect th at Presid ent Johnson is about to 
appoiatHKenflo ttre-CaMnet post of Secre- 
tary of Health, Educati^BhaqdWelfare. 

Revolt BluepriiuN 
Sold on Campus J 

Afifteen-cent blueprint for the kind of 
revolution" that tookplace last week in 
Berkeley was sold to students as they en- 
rolled for classes at the beginning of the 
present semester. 

It bears the by-line of former UC stu- 
dent Herbert B. (“Brad") Cleaveland, 31, 
and was sold under the aegis of the radi- 
cal left-wing Slate political party. 

Cleaveland, one of Slate’s elder states- 
men, made these bold recommendations, 
which took on new meaning in the light of 
the Dec. 3 siege and subsequent campus 
strike: 

(The University) “does not deserve a 
response of loyalty and allegiance from 
you. There is only one proper response to 
Berkeley from undergraduates: that you 
ORGANIZE AND SPLIT THIS CAMPUS 
WIDE OPEN!” (emphasis in original). 

SLATE INSERT 

The report was inserted in the popular 
“Slate Supplement to the General Cata- 
log,” which recommends courses on the 
basis of student polls under the editorship 
of Phil Boos. 

Cleaveland’s report, subtitled “A Letter 
to Undergraduates,” also asked for the 
“resignation of Clark Kerr” and “of top 
administrators who might employ slick di- 
verting tactics. Reconstitution of the 
Board of Regents, either through firing or 
expansion, perhaps both.” 

To insure that complaints are answered, 
Cleaveland declared that students should 
“Go to the top. Make your demands to the 
Regents. If they refuse to give you an 
audience, start a program of agitation, pe- 
titioning, rallies, etc., in which the final 
resort will be CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE. In 
the long run there is the possibility that 
you will find it necessary to perform civil 
disobedience at a couple of major Univer- 
sity public ceremonies.” 

The letter also demanded “Immediate 
disbanding of all University dorm and liv- 
ing group rules which prescribe hours and 
which provide a system of student-im- 
posed discipline, thereby dividing stu- 
dents against themselves.” 
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| PHASING OUT I 

The National Committee to Abolish the 
House Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities, a Los Angeles-based Communist 
front.

How well the Republicans fare will turn on the 
outcome of intra-pa.rty Democrats squabbling, which is worse than even that of New York 
State Democrats. Speaker Jesse Unruh's latest clash with Gov. Pat Brown is over the 
mayoralty race here, in which Unruh is backing incumbent Sam Yorty. Brown is backing 
Rep. J immy Roosevelt. Yorty was a flaming liberal in the House early in the Eisenwower 
era, but defected to Nixon in i960, and has been at war with the City Council on most 
issues. Unruh's last "triumph" over Gov. Brown was in masterminding Pierre Salinger's 
upset primary win over Alan Cranston, a respected state official, and Salinger's ill- 
fated contest against winner George Murphy in November. Pat Brown is odds -on favorite 
to prevail, and to win a third gubernatorial term, if he decides next year to run. 

Civil Aeronautics Board (IES) -- Airline officials are feverishly speculating about reports 
Chairman Alan Boyd will go to the Commerce Department as Undersecretary for Transpor- 
tation, succeeding C. D. (Dan) Martin, a West Coast Cadillac distributor. Martin's 
career since the New Frontier began has been a lacklustre one, and a speech in Balti-. 
more a few weeks ago appears to have been a Swan Song: He denounced federal aid for 

commuter transportation systems, despite the commitment of the Kennedy Administration 
'■ and L.B.J.', who inherited it, to provide Washington c cope rati on~lh coping' with urban 
problems, especially those of an interstate character. The move by the New Haven RR's 
trustees to end passenger services generally, beginning with commuter trains between 
Westchester County and Manhattan, coincided with Martin’s speech. The Senate's con- 
tingent from New York, Connecticut and Massachusetts is known to be worried about the 
New Haven's plight, as are governors in Albany, Hartford and Boston, as well as state 
legislators in those capitals. Boyd is known to aspire to run for governor of Florida 
some day, but reportedly turned down a bid to get into administrative office as man- 
ager of Dade County (metropolitan Miami). 

« *■- 

House Ways and Means Committee (XES) — Democratic whip Hale Boggs is expected to offer 
the Administration -backed bill providing for- generous tax credits for private U.S. 
investment in underdeveloped countries. The President referred to such plans in his 
Foreign Aid message* The tax credits would be applicable to insured investments 
(against expropriation, nationalization, discriminatory tax treatment, etc.} and would 
stimulate U.S. exports of capital goods as well as of technical (managerial) services, 
offsetting the dollar outflow. The substitution of private investment for U.S* grants 
and development loans under the increasingly unpopular Foreign Aid program would sat- 
isfy Congress that a sensible alternative to "giveaways" is now available, and end the 
annual hassle over authorization and appropriation bills.

The Passing Parade — Part 1 

It has been said that Lincoln’s birthday would hardly be noticed were it not for the 
politicians who use the event for self-serving oratory. Perhaps the same could be said about 
St. Patrick’s Day and Columbus Day. But the boring speeches of these observances can be tol- 
erated and put down as a necessary exercise of political awareness, but nothing in these 
black -tie rituals can compare with the blasting enthusiasm of the street parade. Given fair 
weather and some lilting bands, there is nothing politically like it, even unto the second 
generation. 

Up in the dusty, sharp and corrupt city of Boston, they have three holidays which no 
one else knows about, and which are political touchstones. The first is Evacuation Day, 
which coincides with St. Patrick’s Day on the 17 th of March; the second is the 19th of 
April, when Paul Revere made his famous ride; and the third is Bunker Hill Day, on the 17th 
of June. The March parade is held in South Boston and the June parade is in Charlestown, 
the site of the famous battle. Patriot’s Day doesn’t have a big city parade, but it is ob- 
served in the towns of Lexington and Concord, and also in the running of the annual mara- 
thon race. 

The local parade is a fine opportunity for aspiring politicians to whet their appe- 
tites and sharpen their wits. Regardless of the Alamos, Bunker Hill days and various other 
local fiestas, the one, standard, all-American observance in every hamlet and town has been 
Fourth of July. "The Fourth!" was a cry from hill to hill, coast to cosst and from the 
Great Lakes to the Gulf. Every man, woman and child thrilled to anticipation of the day. 

And the politicians made the most of it. 

They inarched with the old Grand Army and the United Confederacy, the Sons of the Revo- 
lution end the Order of Cincinnati. They turned up in the ranks of the militia or leading 
it. They rode with the Indian War vets and those of the Spanish struggle. Some played in 
the community band and some just walked along with a flag over one shoulder and eyes beam- 
ing from one side to the other.

Same were featured in the "Horribles", a section of the parade with clown costumes and 
designed to give the crowd a laugh, especially the future voters. 

Fourth of July parades were always held in the morning because of the heat and the 
fact that everyone was celebrating and might not be able to make it later on. This holiday 
was one in which the lid was off. One grim New England preacher once proclaimed that alco- 
hol was the Devil’s kindling wood except on the Fourth of July. It was the one holiday in 
which the juveniles could stay out all the "night before". 

But the politician had no illusions about HIS duty. He did not stay out. He got up 
early, pressed and brushed his uniform or best suit, soaked his feet in Epsom salts, rubbed 
yellow laundry soap on the inside of his socks before he pulled them on, and went out fresh 
and clean to trudge in the gravel or on the asphalt to the delight of his fans. 

A local Mayor or chairman of the Selectmen had quite a day. He got up early and at- 
tended to the rituals mentioned above. He took his place in the parade until it reached the 
reviewing stand. Then he left the line of march and took his place on the stand and reviewed 
the marchers. Then he partook of refreshments at the firehouse or G.A.R. building. Everyone 
went home at noon tor a feast of boiled salmon, white sauce, green peas, watermelon and 
home-made ice cream, generally served outdoors under a tree. 

Then he went off to the ball park and threw out the first ball. He remained dutifully 
through the game. If a riot of over-stimulated fans took place he always was able to make 
his way out of the crowd unseen. 

In the evening he went back to the same ball park and led the "Oooos" and "Ahaas" at 
the fireworks. It was always quite a day. (A continuing feature......)
